THE MATTER OF QUALITY. 


Extreme earliness, evenness in maturity and uniform good type are only produced by seeds grown with care from selec- 
tions, and ina proper climate. These special qualities in the resultant crops can only be secured from seeds of the highest char- 
acter. No matter what the cultivation, it cannot prevent poor seed from producing an unsalable crop. The skilled gardener, 
therefore, wants seeds of the best selected quality, no matter what they cost. These facts, and the frequent failure to buy seeds of 
the proper quality from the seed stores, causes many gardeners who grow for the critical trade, and where competition is so 
strong, to raise their own seeds, though at a much greater cost than what they could be purchased at. The item of seed from 
which to grow a crop for market is very small compared to the outlay for fertilizers, high cultivation, skilled labor, and rent of 
land. In many cases the cost of seeds is less than one fiftieth part of the expense of producing the crop; that is, to every dollar 
expended in seeds, over forty-nine dollars are spent in manure, labor, rent, etc. There being very little difference, if any, in the 
cost of growing a first-class crop instead of a poor one, it would, therefore, seem imperative to plant only the choicest. The sceds 
offered in following pages being all grown by practical market gardeners, and of the same quality as planted around the metrop- 
olis, the quality is assured. By reason of supplying them direct from the grower to the planter, the great expenses of a city store 
and expensive catalogues, besides the middleman’s profit, are saved, enabling us to supply the best at half the usual price of 
ordinary store seeds.
